its effects cannot therefore fall to be 
detrimental. It must be more or less 
compulsory, for yers as a class 
are not going to resort to it unless co- 
erced. Where an employer shows a 
willingness or a desire. to arbitrate 
without any influence or coercion be- 
ing used, it is almost always a case in 
which he sees ah opportunity of join- 
ing in with his men to form a sort of 
working agreement or combintaion of 
trusts. Some industries are favorable 
for the formation of these combin- 
tions between employers and em- 
ployés for their mutual profit. The 
extra pay given the men is charged up 
to the consumer, plus an extra profit 
for the increased outlay, while the 
unions agree to make common cause 
with the employers against independ- 
ent competitors. Arbitration, wher 
regarded as synonomous with the av- 
erage joint agreement, is therefore 
merely an excuse for exploiting the 


consumer. 
It generally adopted, arbitration 
could not fall to hamper industry, 
bring about a wastage of effort, a 
increase in the cost of rroduction an 
in the margin of profits and a de- 
crease in the teneral rate of wages as 
a result of diminisited tion. It 
would also tend to distribute the prod- 
ucts of labor, not in accordance with 
the relative worth of each man to the 
world measured by his services. but in

“If the men want to quit work, that 
is their vilege, and when they do 
quit it is the privilege of the employ 
to get other men, or if he finds that 
he must ve his old men, to come to 
terms with them on a basis that will 
be mutually satisfactory. Where is 
there any room for arbitration in 
this course, of procedure? The laws of

SUICIDAL POLITICAL ECONOMY. 
Organized labor has not only an 
unlawful programme, but it also 
enunciates the most fallacious and 
suicidal political economy ever de- 
vised. I am not going to go inte that 
deeply, for I must be closing, but I 
will say that its continually reiterated 
principle, that labor produces all, is 
one of its worst tenets. As a matter 
of fact? labor produces very little ae 
compared to what nature, and 
brains produce. Labor cannot realize

LATHING TO COST MORE. 


Three Dollars a Thousand the New 
Rate as Result of Contractors Granting 
« Demands of Journeymen. 

A rise of 12% per cent. in the cost of 
the lathing on new buildings occurs, 
beginning today, as the result of the 
granting of a demand for an increased 
seale by the journeymen lathers of the 
contractors. ~ | 
At the meeting of the lathers’ union 
Tuesday night it was voted to demand 
an increase from $2.25 to $2.60 per 
thousand laths. This demand was made 
on the sub-contractors for lathing yes- 
terday, and was granted without any 
opposition, as lathers are so scarce that 
it is almost impossible to secure enough 
competent workmen at any price, The 
lathers work eight hours, and in that 
time an expert can put up 2000 laths, 


best workers $5. Some few lathers 
can exceed that amount, but the ma- 
jority of the workers fall below it. 
The lathing contractors who so read- 
ily granted the increase will now be 
compelled to charge about $38, instead 
of the former rate of $2.75 to the gen- 
eral building contractors who are ir 
patrons. The sub-contractor furnishes 
the nails, which cost about 25 cents to 
the thousand laths, and he receives 25 
cents as his share for overseeing the 
job and other incidentals. The raise 
affects about two hundred 
men, but a lathing contractor stated 
last night that of this number: there 
were p ly not twenty-five really 
expert lathers, and that top-notch

NO EVIDENCE 
OF A MURDER.

Three Physicians Agree on Mot- 
phine Theory Webber Re- 
leased from Custody. 


“We find that Miss Chastine Bailey 
came to her death by a cause to the 
jury unknown.“ 

With this brief verdict the Coroner’s 
jury yesterday ended its inquiry as to 
the cause of the sudden death of the 
waitress who was removed from her 
room in the Kimberly House Tuesday 
noon to the Emergency and General 
Hospital, supposedly dying from the 
effects of a dose of morphine: treated 
there for poisoning, and taken to 
Sharp's morgue after her death, with 
a physician's certificate stating that 
she had died form swallowing opium. 
On top of opposite professional opin- 
lons as to the cause of her death Au- 
topsy Surgeon George W. Campbell 
found two ribs over the proman’s beart 
broken in, and said that she had been 
murdered. 
These two theories had been aired 
enough to give the inquest unusual in- 
terest. e presence og Charles 8. 
Webber, who was detained at the Po- 
lice Station by order of Deputy Coro- 
ner Williams, after having been sub- 
jected to a session with the police in a 
room known as the sweat-box for 
about ten hours, was also an attrac- 


hen it was all over, the detectives 
who had been following clews patted 
Webber on the back and told him to 


Bailey, her true name was Miss Chas- 
tine Bailey. 
disposition and oftentimes expressed a 
desire to end her life. 1 have seen 
morphine in her room twice, and de- 
lieve that she tried to commit suicide 
by taking the drug, as 1 found 
vomiting two or three times when 1 
entered the room. get 

“When in these despondent moods 
she would drink to excess at times. 1 
saw her on Monday evening. At that 
time she was bidding good-by to a 
man whom I had never seen before. 

“On Tuesday morning at about 5:30 
o'clock I left her in her room and she 
was crying bitterly. When I went to 
the room Tuesday noon she was lying 
on the bed unconscious and breathing 
heavily.” Webber said that he tried to 
get the Receiving Hospital, but the 
line was busy. 

Dr. Tate’s and Webber's testimony 
indicate that Miss Bailey took a dose 
of morphine and that her fibs were 
broken after her removal from the 

mberly house. 

1 the Emergency and General Hos- 
pital people tell a different story. 
First. Miss Frances Rooney, a nurse 
at the hospital, was called. She was 
at the dying woman's side shortly at- 
ter she arrived at the hospital.. “The 
physicians were giving artificial respi- 
ration,” sai@ Miss Rooney, “and in 
passing my hand over her chest i felt 
an obstruction over the two ribs, 
Which, I am informed, were broken.” 
This was about all of Miss Rooney's 
testimony, but it was enough to cause 
anticipation. She is the only person 
who testified to having noticed any- 
thing out of the ordinary with Miss 
Balley’s bones.

Dr. Tate's testimony and the fuller 
“detailed statement made to a reporter 
after the inquest were as follows: 

“I was called in by Mr. Webber from 
my office in the Bullard Block to the 
room in which the woman was lying, 
about noon on Tuesday. Mr. Webber 
said that Miss Bailey was dying and 
he didn't know what was the matter 
with her. He asked me to hurry. When 
I arrived I examined the woman, and 
concluded that she had taken mor- 
phine. I examined her arms and legs 
to find if there were any signs of hy- 
ermic marks. I can state positively 
that I found no bruise on her arm 
such as that described by the autopsy 
surgeon, and must have seen one if it 
existed, as my examination was very 
thorough. After assuring myself that 
she was suffering from morphine pols- 
oning I administered hypodermic in- 
jections of strychnine and advised 
Webber to have her removed to the 
Emergency and General Hospital. Be- 
fore the arrival of the ambulance I 
"examined her again, especially to find 
if there was any congestion of the 
lungs. In determining this 1 had 
a perfect opportunity to discover 
whether there was anything wrong 
with her chest. If the ribs had been 
fractured then 1 am certain that I 
would have detected such injury, as 
my hands were pressed against the 
bony structure of her breast at every
